The worst that M. Poineare 
has to say is that Great Britain 
does mot seem to realize the grav- 
ity of the French financial situa- 
tion and the vital importance to 
France of ‘the early payment of 
the reparations claims. But that is 
quite grave enough to point the} 
fact that the relations between the | 
two are not what they should be. 
After the horrors through which 
they passed together in the years | 
of war it is unthinkable that eith- | 
er could be rightfully accused of 
lacking sympathy with the eco- 
nomie wounds of the other. That | 
the official spokesman of France | 
has found cause to make such com- 
plaint to ‘this countrymen should 
stir publie opinion in England. If 
it fails to do so the spirit of sol- 
idarity has gone out of the alli 
arfee, and Berlin can hope to deal 
hereafter with the Allies individu- 
ally. Germany in that case has 
won the peace after losing the war 
and its pean of victory will be} 
sung by those peculiar people in 
Britain and Canada who have in 
recent months ‘been agonizing 
about the distress of Germany and 
condemning France as having 
plunged into Chauvinism. 

It may be that the reparations 
bill is a larger one than Germany 
can ever pay. The thing certainly 
louks impossible. But that is not 
the rock upon which the entente is 
pounding itself to pieces, France 
declares, through its Premier, that 
Germany has not tried to pay; has 
diverted mo.ey to other uses 
which should have gone to the 
commission; has deliberately wat- 
er-logged its currency in order to 
bring about a financial collapse 
and thus get out of paying. And 
if Germany does not pay the rep- 
arations France must pay them. 
The homes of her people have to 
be rebuilt, and the whole wrecked
